nor of the commonwealth, read his in- 
augural address before the senate and the 
house in joint session at noon today. The 
chamber was crowded with spectators, 
and a very large number of women were 
present, 


The more important passages of the 


address are given. 
Members Of the General Court of Mas- 


sachusetts: 
The year which has just closed hxs 


been one of tranquil and orderly admin- 
istration of the affiadirs of the common- 
wealth. If It has not been one of great 
prosperity, it has at least been without 
serious calamfty- While, however, it 
has not beam marked by occurrences of a 
Btartling o-r unexpected character, it has 
yet witnessed events of a nature Calcu- 
lated to stimulate patriotism, and to 
strengthem those sentiments of deep 
gratitude and veneration towards the 
founders of the republic which are a 
precious heritage from the past. The 
commonwealth was officially represent- 
ed at the impressive pageant which, at- 
tended the dedication, of the Grant mon- 
wment in tHe city of New York, and also 
at the interesting exposition which com- 
memorated the oecoltemria.1 anniversary 
of the axJmisskKT* into the Union ot the 
state of Tennessee. On th& 4th day of 
March official aad ceremonial notice was 
taken of the inauguration, 168 years ago 
of the first president givem by the com- 
monwealth to the nation. In May the 
delivery Into- the custody of the- commora- j 
•wealth, through an act of generous ia- 
terna/tionall courtesy on thevpart of Great 
Britain, of the priceless manuscript his- 
tory of the Flymonieh plantation by Gov- 
ernor "William Bradford, was made the 
occasion of services to this chamber 
Which expressed the appreciative grati- 
tude with which the gift was received! by 
the people of Massachusetts. Later in 
the same montJi the commoniweaath took 
part in the^ofemn services attending the 
uwveiltog of the b'sautlfuJ monument on 
Boston, common, facing the State House, 
which for afll time will comroemorat < the i 
valor of the Fifty-fourth 
regi. lent . 


Massachusetts Volunteers, ami of its h'e- • 
roic commander. In the autumn the re-

turn to Boston harbor of the- old frigate 
Constitution, the most famous vessel of 
the .navy of the United States, on tt.e

In this statement the net debt signifies 


the net direct funded debt of the com- 
moTiiwealth, after deduction from the 
gross debt of the several sinking funds 
in the hands of the treasurer, and also of 
the contingent debt, the latter being the 
amount of indebtedness incurred by the 
commonwealith in behalf of certain cities 
amd towns, and included in its gross debt, 
>but whtoh will ultimately be repaid to 
the commonwealth by the-municipal!ties 
which are the reall debtors. The pur- 
poses for wnfich the sums included in the 
contingent debt were expended are in- 
dicated by the titles of the several loans, 
—metropolitan sewerage, metropolitan 
parks and metropolftan water. The 
very large expenditure in which the com- 
monwealth thus acts! as disbursing agent 
for Che so-caiHed metropolitan district 
was made necessary by the increasing 
population of this area, and by a due* 
regard to the health <and comfort of the 
inhabitants, but the burden of its grad- 
ual payment has hardly yet begun to be 
borne by these who are to reap the bene- 
fit of it 


A considerable portion of the annual 


legislation of this commonwealth con- 
sists of acts permitting cities and towns 
for various purposes to exceed the limit 
of indebtedness fixed by statute. Here, 
too, in the absence of general legislation 
on the subject, whfch is much to be de- ! 
sired, I think that a more stringent | 
scrutiny of such petitions and alessossy 
compliance with them than has some- 
times been accorded ITI the past would 
prove a healthful check upon a practice 
of increasing frequency, and in many 
cases of doubtful expediency. 
. 


INSTITUTIONS. 
I 


It has ever been the policy of the com- j 


monwealth to make liberal provision for | 
tho relief of the poor and unfortunate 
and 
for the custody and reforma- 


tion of the vicious. 
The rc&ulta of 


this policy hav.e been, in the main 


highly creditable to "the enlightened 
humanity of her legislation. The char- 
itable, penal and reformatory insti- 
tutions under the immediate control of 
the commonwealth are generally well 
administered. Yet, if we woulfi preserve 
for Massachusetts the high rank among 
her sister states which, has heretofore 
been accorded her in. this important de- 
partment of responsibility and expendi- 
ture, those who are entrusted with the 
duty of legislation should be prepared 
at all times to accord a generous meas- 
ure of their time and thought to such 
proposed changes in •either system, or 
method as may bear the promise of sub- 
stantial improvement. The report of the 
commission authorized by chapter 60 of 
the resolves of 1896 was laid before the 
legislature of 1897 in its completed form 
at a somewhat late date in the session,, 
and was found to contain; so many and 
such importa-nt recommendations that 
your predecessors, wisely determining 
that action should not be hastily taken, 
referred the final consideration of the re- 
port to the present general court. 


By the discussion of the report of tha 


commision which was had at the time 
of its prespntation, as well as by state- 
ments which have been nuaid'eto me since, 
I am ?cd to believe that the weight of 
topinion among tfcjo&e most fully ac- 
quainted with the subject is in favor ol 
final state control of all the pauper in- 
sane and of all offenders against the 
laws of the commonwealth. It is claimed 
and I think with reason that such state 
control would result in. more complete 
classification, in greaiter and more en- 
lightened uniformity of treatment and j 
in better opportunity for industrial em- 
ployment than are posible under the 
present varying methods of municipal 
and county control. The board of lunacy 
<D.nd charity now has supervision over 
the insane wards of the commonwealth 
a.5 well as over its charitable institu- 
tions and 4rj.te.rasts. 


STREET RAILWAYS. 


~ In my address to the legislature in 
January last I referred to the need of 
further legislation to define and regu- 
late tap mutual relations existing be- 
tween street railway coi^porataons and 
the munc:pa.'.ities which are the grantors 
of the rights to occupy ana use the pub- 
lic ways for the transportation of pas- j 
sengers The great and increasing im- ' 
portaTice and complexity of these rela- 
tions led your predeessors to provide for 
tiie appointment of a committee to in- 
vestigate the subject in its various as- 
pECte and to report their conclusions 
tihereoa to the present legislature. It is 
important that a wise and equitable 
solutloa of this problem should be early 
reached, as present legislation en this 
subject is not in a satisfactory condi- 
tions: ami the recommendations of the 
committe will, I feel assured, receive 
your careful consideration. 


Certain charges in the law affecting 


the m'ritia cf the commonwealth, en- 
acted at tho 'cst session of the legisla- 
ture, have sons- into effect, and in com- 
prianc? thorewitn Brigadiers General 
Peach and Bridges, after many years of 
faithful sen ice, ha'* a been placed on the 
retired list and their successors duly j 
elected. The First regiment of infantry 
has been changed into thp First regiment 
of heavy artilleiy, and >'.•!! thus consti- 
tute a coas; -I* tease re. ; \ e force which 
will add greatly to th-e security of our 
coast line and to tee defenses of Boston 
harbor. The reports upon the various 
branches of the state mi'ltia. made by 
the inspector general of 'hla common- 
wealth, as welt as by Coic.-xel Klina, the 
officer of the regular army deiafitd for 
that purpose by the Unltefl States gov- 
ernment, while not free from the de- 
gree of criticism which chows close ob- 
servation and hon'est expression speak 
in high terms of commendation ef the 
personnel, discipline and general zeal 
and efficiency which cbarwitertze tfce 
service. I believe that this commenda- 
tion is deserved, but no effort should be 
relaxed either in the quarters of the 
officers or in the tents of the priirales 
to stimulate still further that spirit of 
earnest enthusiasm and zeakus erra.- 
tation which refuses to rest satisfied 
while improvement is possible. An or- 
derly and well disciplined militia is ca- 
pable of being an excellent school of in- 
struction in many of the virtues wh>oh 
characterize the best type of citizenship. 


STATE HIGHWAYS. 


The first appropriation for the con- 


struction of state highways was made 
in 1894, and amounted to $300,000. The 
^appropriations smce then have been 
as follows: In. 1895, $400,000; in 1896 
$600,000; and in 1897, $800,000—of which' 
last sum, however, not more than $600,- 
000 was to be paid from the state treas- 
ury during the year 1S97. 
As 75 per cent 


of this expenditure 
is borne by the 


commonwealth, the 
several counties 


benefited repaying to the common- 
wealth 25 per cent of the amount ex- 
pended, it will be seen how large a sum 
in the annual rtato budget is paid for* 
this purpose. Tho cost of maintenance 
and repair is not yet a matter of large 
moment, but with every yaar this item 
must increase, and under existing legis- 
lation this, too, is to be borne by the 
commonwealth. It may fairly be con- 
sidered whether legislation prescribing 
after some future date a uniform width 
of tire for the wheels of all vehicles 
carrying heavy loads would not tend to 
diminish the great cost of maintains 
highways, alike to the eomrnonweaJth 
and to cities and towns.

Cashmere Goats. 


Tho Cashinero shawls made of the finest 


goats' bnir are not manufactured frc-n 
that of Cashmere goats pastured, as is • - 
ten believed, near tho roeo gardens "where 
the nightingales sing by the calm Bende- 
meer." The precious wool is the under- 
iur of a. breed kept in Tibet and by the 
Khirgiz in central Asia, from the slopes 
of tho Alatau mountains to the bend uf 
the Ural north of the Caspian. Only a 
small quantity, averaging three ounces, of 
*M precious wool is produced yearly by 
each goat, and the material is collected by 
middlemen, taken to Cashmere and Bold 
in the bazaars, where it is purchased by the 
makers of the shawls. M. Janbert in 1819 
imported some- of these animals into 
France, and after crossing them with the 
Angora bfee'd, obtained an average of 30 
ounces instead of . three ounces of equally 
fine wool. There is no doubt that the 
valuable "long wool" goats could be bred 
in JEnglsdd as successfully as they are in 


i the United States, Capo Colony and Aus- 


tralia, \vere tho commercial value of such 
an exjeriment assured

Swell Youngsters With the Tiger. 


The son of Calvin S. Brice, Stewart M., 


who this week performs his first duties as 
a councilor of the now city, was not ap- 
pointed, but clouted by the people, and on 
the fato of things need not necessarily bo 
regarded as directly indebted for his place 
to Mr. Croker. As a matter of fact, how- 
ever, ir i-i extremely doubtful whether he 
could have secured a majority of the votes 
or even tho necessary nomination had not 
thu boss declared in his favor. But Brioe 
IKIS been a member of Tammany Hull since 
1S1>?, and with Croker's indorsement ho 
found the campaign an exceedingly easy 
one. 
Of course he had plenty of money, 


nnd ho was allowed by his father to uso 
the family town house as headquarters, 
which naturally helped a good deal. The 
other two young swells who have becouio 
city officials xmder the Tammany regime 
arc Richnrd T. Wilson, Jr., and Harry 
Payne \Vhitney, son of "W. C. They are 
members of tho municipal bureau of sta- 
tistics, and as such each bears tho title of 
crnimissioner. They do not, however, 
draw salaries or receive fees of any kind. 
Thcso two young men are almost brothers- 
in-law, for young Whitney married a Van- 
dcrbilt daughter, while young Wilson's 
sister married Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., 
tho oldest son of the family's senior branch. 


Besides those, another member of the 


smart set, William Astor Chanler, is an 
assemblyman. Cbauler Is older than either 
of the young city officials and has seen a 
good deal rnoro of the world. 
Ho is the 


snmo Chanler who went to Africa some 
years ago to hunt lions and elephants and 
rhinoceroses and also to explore. There 
are a whole lot of good stories afloat hero 
about his expedition, some of which are 
no doubt true and some otherwise.

Chanler and His Camera. 


It was Mr. Chanler's desire not only to

"Rapid Transit" Wilson. 


Little has heretofore been known by the 


pxiblic about young Wilson. He is a club- 
man, and he owns some race horses. He 
sometimes bets at the track, but generally 
with good judgment, and last year, they 
say, he made $38,000 at one clip. He was 
not suspected of being a Tammany man, 
or of having any polities at all, for the 
matter of that, until he took bis present 
office. 


His father, whoseMnitiala are the same 


and who wns for some time jocularly 
known as "Rapid Transit" Wilson, from 
his efforts two or three years ago to take 
up the underground plan and develop it, 
is one of the most interesting men in all 
the boroughs of the new city. Ho must bo 
close on to 70 by this time, but he is still 
as straight as on Indian. 
Moreover, he is 


an estraordinarily handsome man, and 
while time has bleached bis hair and 
whiskers most effectually, bis voice has 
not yet become of senile tone or his eyes 
dimmed by the lackluster of old age. 


Mr. Wilson's career is one of those busi- 


ness romances in real life of which the 
latter half of the century has afforded so 
many examples. Ho was born in Jiew Eng- 
land, but went south before the civil war. 
He made some money during the decade 
between 1850 and I860, and he conducted 
business operations while the contest was 
on that yielded him a very satisfactory 
profit. 


A short timo after the war was con- 


cluded he came north to present a plan 
for developing and consolidating a lot of 
southern railroads. Adrian Iselin joined 
Wilson in this scheme, and they sold out 
to a syndicate, making'big profits. Then, 
tvith Collis P. Huntington, Wilson built 
the Louisville, New Orleans and Texas 
railroad, 807 miles long, which was sold 
to the Illinois Central company In 1898, 
and is now being operated by that corpo- 
ration. He was rich before, but this oper- 
ation increased his wealth enormously. 


Soon after Wilson came north he got ac- 


quainted with the Astors. To the surprise 
of every one who knew him, the Astors 
and the social conditions and diatinotions 
here, Wilson and his family got into so- 
ciety without delay and without trouble. 
A few years afterward one of bis sons, M. 
Oraie Wilson, married a daughter of tho 
Astors. Later one of the Wilson girls 
married a Qoolet. Tho circumstance of 
the youngest Miss Wilson's marriage to 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., are still unfor- 
gotten by society and tho world at large. 
It should bo remembered that it was tho 
only marriage of a Wilson that was unac- 
ceptable to any ono. 
* Mr. Wilson's activities in connection 
with Tom Johnson and his Brooklyn trol- 
ley lines will make him personally very 
prominent in the immediate future.

in-Chicago reai estate, and for a number 
of years has been practically out of active 
business. 
Mr. Kersey, as the American 


agent of the White Star Steamship com- 
pany, has gained a wide acquaintance 
with prominent men, and has made him- 
self solid w.SthA wealthy corporation. 


It seems that Mr. Kersey has become in- 


terested in a scheme to develop a big tract 
of land in the Northwest Territories on 
which he is-assured there )s lots of gold. 
He says he has had the prospects exam- 
ined by competent agents and that their 
reports have convinced him there are mil- 
lions in the scheme. Mr. Kersey first went 
to Ogden Mills and John W. Mackay. 
They thought favorably of the project and 
expressed a willingness to invest. Then he 
went to Mr. Leiter. His arguments must 
have been singularly convincing, for Mr. 
Leiter stands ready to put in any amount 
of capital. 


It is also understood that the Duke of 


Teck and other .English capitalists have 
been let into the scheme and that a con- 
cession from the Canadian government 
has been secured. Mr. Kersey is to man- 
age the mining enterprise and the others 
will put up the'inoney. 


Mr. Leiter's connection with the-enter- 


prise will not be an active one. Although 
he is still a vigorous man in spite of his 
advanced age, he long ago passed the 
point where money making is the control- 
ling ambition, andAe now devotes his time 
to pursuits which suit bis fancy, whether 
they are profitable or not. And he can 
well afford, to do so, for-.ho is estimated to 
be worth f2e,000,000. 


Mr. Loiter began life as a clerk in a 


country store in Maryland.,, but -he drifted 
to Chicago when the*cit?y was yoong and 
in 1865 had accumulated enough capital 
to associate hknself with Marshall Field 
and Potter Palmer. In buying; dry goods 
and distributing them tbrongh the middle 
west at handsome profits the firm was 
singularly successful. 
Leiter took his 


share of the profits and boughtneal estate 
in and around the growing metropolis. 
He was in no hurry to sell either, and 
reemed quite content to pay taxes on idle 
land which was doubling in value every 
four or five years. When he did unload, 
it was to sell by the front foot what he 
had bought by-tho acre. He also vrent in 
for street railway stocks and other sub- 
stantial investments, and in this way piled 
million on million. 


Thee he retired and about a dozen years 


ago went to Washington, where he rented 
the Blaine mansion on Dnpont circle. He 
said his health was better in the milder 
climate of Washington, but it is probable 
that Mrs. Leiter and her daughters had 
some influence-in the matter. Along in 
1891 ho bought of William Walter Phelps 
one of the choicest pieces of building prop- 
erty in Washington and ezeoted on it the 
firm mansion in which he has since lived. 


For years the Leitera have out a consid- 


erable figure in Washington society. They 
have entertained extensively and htwc cul- 
tivated the diplomatic circle with such 
success that their eldest daughter is how 
Mrs. George Corzon, having jrarried one 
of the most attractive of the foreign eligi- 
bles. Between seasons they have traveled 
inucb, and in London have the entree to 
the best houses. Mr. Loiter himself has 
given-much time to the collection of a flno 
library, and it is said that he has spent 
several good sized fortunes in books alone.

In that city an im- 
mense crowd bad gathered Monday even- 
ing in a building supposed to be perfectly 
s»fe. It was such a crowd as recently has 
gathered on two occasions in Odd Fel- 
lows'hall in this city,—a dense mass of 
men, packed in till there was no standing 
room and all stamping the floor when 
they desired to applaud. Suddenly a beam 
Supporting a portion of the floor broke 
from the weight of the crowd and precip- 
itated several hundred into a horrible 
death hole. The result was the death of 
more- than a score of people, the maiming 
and injuring of many more, and the city 
is now confronted with the possibility of 
haying to pay immense damages, for not 
having properly inspected 
and con- 


demned the building. 


The warning from this terrible catas- 


trophe in this: That buildings where 
crowds are apt to gather, and especially 
old structures builc in the days when 


' architecture had not reached its present 


state of perfection, should receive the 
most careful inspection by public officials, 
and the strength of the floors and walls 
determined. 
Too great care in this re- 


gard cannot be exercised. Odd Fellows' 
hall and Wilson hall in this city are 
places likely at any time to be crowded 
to the walls by a jostling, stamping 
crowd. They have been long built. How 
recently has the strength of their walls 
and floors been accurately determined? 
And in all our places of public meeting 
in halls and churches, there are galleries 
and balconies and floors that might well 
be examined and reported by our inspec- 
tors of buildings, Let it be done, if for 
nothing more than to assure the public 
mind that there will be no London, Ont., 
disaster in North Adams. The newspa- 
pers will be glad to print the reports of 
such investigation, however much space 
the inspectors would desire to fill. Let 
us know if our public halls, and especially 
the old ones, are perfectly safe. People 
will feel easier to know, anyway. 


While O'Neil's condition is awful and 


pitiable and much sympathy for him is 
expressed on all hands, yet there is 
another side to the picture. There ;.- a 
motherless little girl in Shelburne Falls. 
and a family whose happiness in clouded 
forever by the shadow of a terriblf1 cr in , 
A noble woman was lost from her usefu1 


place iu the community, and, most im- 
portant of all considerations, there w 
society to be protected from the repe- 
tition of such tumble crimes as 0 Ne 1 
was guilty of- Governor "Wolcitt re- 
membered this other side of the picture. 


The effort of Dr. Wnodbridsro of Wil- 


liamstown to throw sufficient dnubt from 
the medi'-al point of view uoon the gul't 
of John O'Neil to delay the execution to- 
morrow of the man who hns been tried 
and convicted for the murder of Mr*. 
Hattie McClonri, has failed. And it is 
well so. Dr. Woodb-idgi .as ha"i irovcd 
by the highest motives of consciaiee, no 
doubt, but no one who follow -d closely 
and with unbiased mind tho progress 
of 
O'-Neil'a 
trial 
could 
escaoe 
the 


conclusion tl at 
conviction was 
in- 


evitable and just. It is not possible, tak- 
ing oil the ftots into consideration, to 
doubt the result. The prosecuting at- 
torneys of the state were convinced of 
the prisoner s guilt, the judges were of 
like mind, and so were the district police. 
Nothing ha? since arisen, not even the 
theories of Dr. Wpodori'Jge, to change 
this faith in the justice of the verdict 
rendered and the sentence passed. Gov. 
Wolcott now declines to interfere even 
to the extent of submitting the case to the 
consideration of the pardon committee of 
the executive council. It could nob have 
been otherwise, and the failure to stay ttie 
prompt, orderly, officient and considerate 
inarch of the law in respect to this most 
brutal crime will help to make life safer 
in all rural New England. The penally 
is terrible, but so was the assault and the 
murder. There is no room here for weaU 
se.itimentalitv. This his been awful busi- 
ness from first to last, but organized s.— 
ciety cannot afford to falter in doing its 
part under the laws made and provided. 
"The wages of sin is death," saith th i 
Scripture, and the right to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happmsss must be j r - 
ttcted or we live in the midst cfanarcuy.

EXECUTIONS. 


The execution of John O'Neil to take 


place at Greenfield tomorrow emphasizes 
a reform that is very much needed, in 
Massachusetts. This reform should be as 
to the place and manner of the death ex- 
ecution. 
No execution should ever be 


performed except by skillful hands, and 
should not take place in the county seat 
of the county where the murcier is com- 
mitted, unless such county seat char><*° to 
be the place where the legislature had 
designated all executions shall take place- 
Massachusetts is far behind her sister 
8tates in this matter. The execution of 
O'Neil at Greenfield means the arousing 
of a very great deal of morbid curiosity in 
this community and vicious sentiment, 
that would not be if the execution were 
to take place at the state prison in 
Charlestown. The local effect of county 
seat executions is bad, and not only bad 
but painful and distressing to the sensi- 
tive. 


Then again, the manner of county-seat 


executions is only such as green hands 
can make it. 
It is a cruelty to the 


prisoner, before the execution at least, 
and the execution's success must always 
be doubtful in 
inexperienced 
hands. 


Then, again, hanging is an ont-of-dats 
method of performing an 
execution. 


Other states are substituting electrocu- 
tion for it, and with far better results. 


Isn't it time that Massachusetts correct 


the glaring faults of her method of per- 
forming the death penalty 1 Isn't it time 
tint she adopt the better methods of 
•latea like New York, Ohio and Illinois? 
Vasn't the vieiousness of the present 
manner of executions been in vogue in

•boat long enough ?

WASHINGTON, Jan. 0.—[Special.]—Men 


who call on President MoKiuley in tho 
evening, after tlio bulK of his day's work 
is done, say they are astonished at his 
light huurtotlnoss ami freedom from oaro 
and worry. They marvel that a man who 
ia BO much annoyed and vexed as be is 
tnery day (should bo in such lino spirits 
every evumnjt. The president usually "sita 
down to iiinm-r at 7 o'clock. Previous to 
this, if the weather Is fair, he has had a 
walk or a drive. He always takes plenty of 
time for dinner, and his table is rarely 
Without scm:e guest. After dinner, no 
muttur how hwivily the public business 
presses upun him, bo sits down i'tir a fami- 
ly chat and siuoko. Ho refuses to permit 
those after dinner siestas to bo disturbed 
by anything or anybody. If callers coiuo 
Iu, members of the cabinet or intimate 
friends, they must not be too serious. Tho 
president wants to lay aside all cares at 
this hour. If his \isitors start business 
talk, Mr. McKinley has a deft way of 
turning tho conversation in lighter linos, 
lie is tin adopt iu small talk, in playful- 
ness, in good natured banter and rouii- 
uiscouue. 


To his insistence upon Ms daily outing 


and his evening siesta probably the presi* 
dent owes much of his good hoalth and 
serenity of manner. Mr. Cleveland was a 
president who rarely took exorcise, savo 
when he went away on his shooting trips, 
and after dinner he would go up stairs to 
bis desk and plunge into work. Ho worked 
like a demon all the time. He thought 
about little olso and rarely or never sat 
down for a quiet conversation with his 
family and friends. Mr. Cleveland did not 
like newspapers either and only read 
thoso which wore specially called to his at- 
tention by his secretary or el'AS of his 
clerical force. 


Knows What la Going G"J. 


President MoKinlcy, on the other hand, 


is a great newspaper reader. His intimates 
marvel how ho manages to find tho time 
to keep up with the news and comment 
and gossip, but he does it somehow. Ev- 
erything of importance or of special in- 
terest to him ho reads, and his visitors are 
often astonished to find how well informed 
ho is as to everything appearing in tho 
press. Not only this, but the president is 
"up" on all the latest gossip of the capital, 
social, personal and political. I do not 
like to write it, but Mr. HcKinley is fond 
of gossip, only it must be that which has 
no malice in it. 
HB likes to know all the 


little things occurring in the town and 
among the congressional people, and thoro 
is very littlo going on that he does not 
know. Tho members of his cabinet, prom- 
inent senators and members of the house 
who have Mr. McKinley's friendship are 
awarn of his liking for gossip, and they 
take caro that he is kepC abreast of the 
times. 


The president is also o very close studc/nt 


of public opinion. Men of greab experi- 
ence in Washington say we have never had 
in tho White House a president who kept 
in closer touch with what the people 
throughout the country are saying and 
thinking. Ho has a deft way of extracting 
information from, all his callers, no mat- 
ter how important or unimportant they 
may be. Mr. McKinley likes to know 
what tho farmers are saying, how the 
vvorkingmon in the factories like his ad- 
ministration, and ho is as keen as a fox 
in scenting out fcho truth. Altogether ib 
may be said that Mr. McKinley really and 
truly loves his place and his work. He ia 
not oppressed by its responsibilities. 
He 


has a way of throwing off care and then 
taking it up again when he must and not 
before. He does not worry. 


Conquered Insomnia. 


An example of the president's happy 


faculty of guarding himself and his 
strength is found in an experience of his 
last bummer. He had always prided him- 
self on his ability to go to sleep within a 
few minutes after his head touched the 
pillow. Ho knew that as long as a man 
could go to sleep when he wanted to work 
was not likely to hurt him. But he sud- 
denly found ho was not sleeping well. He 
tossed about for an hour or two, some- 
times longer, with his brain going over the 
work of the past day and tho responsibili- 
ties of the future. This continued for 
somo time until the president concluded 
it had gone on long enough. He took 
himself in hand, resolved to overcome this 
weakness. Ho worked less, permitted him- 
self to bo driven less by callers, indulged 
in a littlo more exercise, regulated his diet 
and his smoking and added to all these 
precautions his will power. In a Week he 
had overcome tho tendency to lie awake 
on a restless pillow, and from that day to 
this ho has had no trouble in going to 
sleep. 


There is one lesson which President Mc- 


Kinley learned from his old friend, Ruth- 
erford B. Hayos. While Hayes was in tho 
White Honso Mr. McKinley was a mem- 
ber of congress, just beginning to make 
his reputation. Ho was a favorite with 
Mr. Hayos and also with Mrs. Hayes and 
was often at tho White House. Mr. Mc- 
Kinloy ones told mo, and this was before 
he was himself talked of for tho presi- 
dency, though not, I believe, before his 
ambition had secretly turned in that di- 
rection, that Hayes was happy in Lhu 
White House, and happy because ho would 
cot permit himself to be annoyed by all 
the details of the great departments. 


Follows Hayes' Example. 


"When President Hayes chose his cabi- 


net ministers," said Congressman McKin- 
ley to mo, "ho tried to get men who wero 
competent to take full charge of their do- 
pnrtments. Having chosen tham, ho said 
to them they were to go ahead and carve 
out their own careers. They were free to 
manage their affairs in thoir own way, 
and he neither wished to dictate to them 
nor to be unnecessarily harassed by their 
littlo troubles. 'I have, appointed you, 
and I trust you,' was Mr. Hayes' way of 
putting it." 


President McKinley appears to have re- 


membered this. It was always his theory 
that Hayes was ablo to bo happy in tho 
Whito House because ho did not try to run 
tho whole of tho government, with all its 
multiplicity of details, nnd certainly Mr. 
McKinloy gives his cabinet ministers al- 
most as free a rein as Mr. Hayes did. It 
Is not often that a member of tho cabinet 
goes to the Whito House with his business 
unless it is a matter of tho very first im- 
portance.

York, Jan. 6.—The medical fra- 


ternity in this city is much interested 
6n the report from Vienna, that Dr. 
Schervck had discovered the secret of ex- 
ercising an influence over females so as 
ilo fix the sex of their offspring1- 
E>r. G. 


Bchrady. editor of the Medical Record, 
said: "I think Dr. Schenck's discovery 
Is probably a revival of the old theory 
which holds that the sex of a ohild is de- 
termined, wholly or in. part, by the man- 
ner in which its parents are nourished. 
The study of animate has shown that the 
female, when confined to a low diet, if 
It conceives at all, will bring forth a 
male. Contrarily, when the diet is of 
high nutrition the issue Is likely to be 
female. The reason for this seems to be 
that the male is much the heartier, and 
that it will live and thrive in its em- 
bryonic state on a minimum of nutrition. 
The breeders of all sorts of animals have 
gone to great lengths in attempts in- 
dubitably to prove this theory, and to a 
certain extent the results bear It out. 
Of course there are exceptions."

Bridge Over Black Water. 


Black Water, Scaly Bark, Big and Bear 


creoks aro tho water courses of this county, 
writes a correspondent of the New York 
Sun frnm Johnpon county, Mo. There 
was a time whon ghosts, gorgons, horrors 
and hair raising foefawfums bad their 
haunts along these streams. Even today 
one comes unawares upon gravestones in 
unfrequented places, but the names and 
epitaphs are worn away. 


There is not much doubt that this sec- 


tion was the starting place of many of the 
stories which drifted and drifted until 
their identity was lost. Tho flr&t white 
comers to this country were from Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Tennessee and the Caro- 
linas. Tho first towns of tbe counjy are 
gone. You meet occasionally a man or 
woman whose grandparents knew of Co- 
lumbus and Rose Hill and Beards and 
Brookstown. But these towns closed tip 
years before the war. 


The settlers were deeply religious from 


their viewpoint. High Blue was tho catap 
meeting spot where the people met annu- 
ally and worshiped until their fervor was 
exhausted and the absolute necessities of 
their various-homes called them back. 


It was at one of these camp meetings 


that the Rev. Mr. Heiter told his light- 
ning experience, and the story passed 
down from one generation to another. 
One day the writer was riding over what 
is still known in Johnson county as the 
Old Shawnee trace—an old road. 
The 


other mnn pointed to a church spire. 


"They had hard work to build that 


church, though," said tbe Missourian, 
whose existence had been confined to one 
county. "For a long time people who 
lived about here turned up their noses 
when preachers hitched and alighted. 
It

He was building a chimley 
and was at the scaffold when a storm came 
,up. He told how the lightning flashed 
aod how the winds bent trees. He had the 
'chimley all bat finished, and he asked the 
lLord to tarry the storm untii ho got 
through. 
But the Lord was not inclined, 


'and just,then Bad saw a streak of light- 
ning making for him, and he knew he 
[had displeased the Lord in asking too 
imuch. So be flung down his trowel and 
ketchin one of tbe scaffold poles with his 
hands he locked his feat on the pole and 
slid down without putting on any brakes, 
and the rainuto he struck the ground the 
lightning which he had seen coming fol- 
lowed, and came down the pole right after 
him. Bad beat it down." 


"Did the congregation stay?" 
"I've heaird pap say that his pap, who 


was there right up in front, leading tho 
singing, said that the congregation would 
'a' staid 'cause Dad was a power as a 
preacher as well as a chimley builder. But 
Dad hadn't more'n got the words out 
when a streak of lightning hit a barrel of 
eider that sot just back of the stand whore 
Dad had been tearing round and split the 
barrel to flinders and boiled up the cider 
into steam. Then the congregation left, 
and tho people said it was a sign and that 
Dad was a wolf in sheep's clothing, and 
the meeting at High Blue broke up, and 
some of the converts who was to havo been 
baptized that day backslid, and there was 
more horse stealing that winter than ever 
was known in Johnson county."

j biography of Lord Tennyson a report of 


some conversations with the poet, in 
which was disclosed his singular freedom 
from the spirit of rivalry.

a word that was disparaging or tainted 
with the spirit of rlyalship. The only poet 
I heard him criticise roughly or unfairly 
was himself. "Compare," he once said 
to me, "compare the heavy handling of 
my workmanship with tio exquisite light- 
ness of touch in Keats." 


Another time he read aloud a song by 


one of the chivalrous poets of Charles I's 
time, perhaps Lovelace's "Althea,'' which 
Wordsworth also used to croon in the 
woods, and snid, "There, I would give all 
my poetry to hare made one song like 
that." 


Not less ardent vas his enthusiasm for 


Burns. And heis an incident with no 
small significance recurs to me. "Read 
the exquisite soTigs of Burns' • he ex- 
claimed. "In shape each of them has tho 
perfection of the berry, in light the radi- 
ance of the dewclroj. 
You forget for its 


sake those Etupid things, his. serious 
pieces." 


The same day t met Wordsworth and 


named Euros to linn. Wordsworth praised 
him oven jnore 'vehemently than Tenny- 
son had done as tho great genius who had 
brought poetry back to nature, but end- 
ed: "Of course I Tefer tn his serious ef- 
forts, such as the 'Cotter's Saturday 
Night.' Those foolish little amatory songs 
of his ono has to forget." 


I told the tale to Henry Taylor that even- 


ing, and his answer was, "Burns' exquisite 
songs and Burns'serious efforts are to me 
aliko tedious and disagreeable reading."

This "find" had a worldwide impres- j 


sion 
It caused the development of the 


great Pacific slope 200 years in advance 
of natural piocesses and added largely 
to the wealth of the universe. The fif- 


I tieth celebration of any event—a mar- 


riage or a coronation—is called a "gold- 
en "jubilee," and hence the special sig- 
nification of this forthcoming joyous 
day, for it is one of gold. 


The Klondike can only add to Cali- 


fornia's greatness. No commonwealth 
will ever be founded on an 
icefloe. 


California's gold is not only in the hills 
and streams, but in the sunshine, flow- 
ers, fruits, grains and wine—perennial- 
ly and inexhaustively golden. 


The Society of California Pioneers, 


having decided to celebrate the semi- 
centennial of the first discovery of gold, 
will make herculean efforts to have the 
occasion worthy of that memorable 
event. 
It will be far more imposing than the 


celebration which marked the fortieth 
anniversary, seven years ago, of the 
admission of California to the Union. 
All the state associations will share in 
it. San Francisco will be in gala at- 
tire and dressed in gay ribbons. 


Of its importance to the individual in 


many ways there can be no doubt, but 
one "of the novel features will be the 
arousing of an intense interest in his. 
torical data over which the veil of ob- 
scurity has gradually been drawn. 


After Jan. 24, 1898, the rising genera- 


tion of the great Pacific commonwealth 
will know more about the early mining 
days than even the numerous text booka 
of their schools have recorded.

What an atmosphere of Bret Harte 


there is in this nomenclature of the 
Argonauts: What pages of history are 
unrolled! It is truth and poetry and 
romance. 


John A. Sutler, the son of a French 


speaking Swiss, was born in Baden, 
Germany, in 1S03. He came to New 
York in 1S34, soon went to Missouri, 
and three years later (1837) was hasten- 
ing on his route, by way of the Oregon 
trail, arriving finally at Fort Vancou- 
ver, in British Columbia. After sailing 
to the Sandwich Islands and passing 
through exciting adventures, he reach- 
ed Yerba Buena, now San Francisco, on 
July 2, 1839. He was, at last, allowed 
by the Mexican governor, Alvarado, to 
settle in the Sacramento valley, agree- 
ing to build and maintain a fort, and 
thus permanently established himself 
on the American river, about two miles 
above its junction with the Sacramon- 
to. There he erected what was subse- 
quently known as "Sutler's Fort," with 
a colony in the beginning of three 
whites and eight Kanakas, and located 
the Mexican grant of land that lie had 
obtained at the junction of the Ameri- 
can and Sacramento rivers, embracing 
the site of the present city of Sacra- 
mento. 


The fort is now little more than a 


memory. The adobe walls were pulled 
clown and used in making levees or fill- 
ing in city lots, and the only relic left 
standing is the main building of the in- 
terior, 35 by 64 feet square and two 
stories high. There is a plan to pur- 
chase the original site and restore the 
walls as they were when first built, aft- 
er which the rejuvenated historical mon- 
ument will be presented to the munici- 
pal guardianship of Sacramento. 


During the large emigration to Cali- 


fornia in 1846 many people settled in the 
valley of the Sacramento under protec- 
tion of Sutler's Fort. There being a 
large demand for lumber, General Sut- 
ler decided to build a mill and for that 
purpose entered into a contract with 
Marshall. The first furnished the capi- 
tal, and the latter was to have a share 
of the lumber for his compensation. 


Marshall was eccentric. Though not a 


millwright, he was an ingenious me- 
chanic: but, aside from a genius, for 
"tools," he was singular. 
Ho built a 


good sawmill, but his selection of a 
site was strange because, for lumber 
purposes, there were places nearer the 
fort where better timber grew 
and 


where roads could be made cheaper. 
There was no lack of water power any- ' 
where on streams winding through the ' 
immense pine belt of the 
extensive 


range of mountains. 


Marshall intended to haul his share 


o£ the lumber down the banks of the 
creek to the river, there fasten it into 
rafts and float them down to Sacra- 


mento and on to tho bay of San Fran- 
cisco. He called the distance from the 
fort to the mill 30 mileri, but by the 
present road it Is r,0, and by his original 
crooked route it must have been 100. 


No other man would probably have 


chosen such an Inaccessible spot. If 
gold had not been discovered, Sutler 
would have selected a more favorable 
location. 
He had confidence In Mar- 


shall, however, and gave orders for the 
erection of the mill without going to 
see the place. The lumber enterprise 
would have resulted naturally in a dis- 
astrous failure. 


It was on the south fork of the Amer- 


ican river, afterward called Suiter's 
creek, that Marshall began the con- 
slruction of the mill, just above a bar 
or rapids, where a dam could be built. 
After d'gging n tail race, he turned into 
it the entire torre of the water for the 
purpose of widening and deepening the 
channel. In doing this a quantity of 
rnud, sand and gravel was carried along 
with the stream and deposited in a. heap 
at the foot of the tail race. The next 
morning, after the gates were closed. 
Marshall walked along his newly form- 
ed waterway and saw numerous glia- 


of Cosumn,es river and about 40 miles 
from New Helvetia. 
Still his principal 


source of lumber was from the red- 
woods, and ho was constantly sending 
his launch to the bay for lumber and 
other supplies. 


"Almost every year he sent out par- 


ties to explore for lumber—to find the 
most feasible site for a sawmill. Twice 
he sent me—once to the coast range, in 
1844, 
and *c me mountains north of 


Feather river in 1846. 
Two or more 


parties were sent in 1847. The last sent 
was Marshall," 


The two men Intended to Iteep this 


glorious good fortune a secret, but there 
was a boarding house for employees at 
Sutler's mill. 
Marshall had foolishly 


given to Mrs. Weimar, the cook, a piece 
of the gold, and she had placed it in 
a ketllo of boiling lyo to see what effect 
would be produced on the shilling stone, 
and a few days later there were over 
1,200 
people in the vicinity busily at 


work with all kinds of implements, dig- 
ging and washing. 


There 
was 
wild 
excitement 
and 


scramble, and the entire world began 
sending its hosts of adventurers. Two 
hundred and fifty thousand of the wild- 
est, bravest, most intelligent men ever 
before seen gathered in n small section 
of country, with a great many of the 
most reckless and dangerous characters 
on earth. There was more nervous en. 
ergy to the cubic inch of brain than 
since the Spanish conquests. There ar- 


Mr. Allen contributed to the support

The lawyer has said: "Dunne: Mar- 


shall's lifetime I met him a number of

had been created. Although he was a 
man of rude, crude habits and unculti- 
vated In mind, he was sensitive and 
kind hearted and always felt that the 
government and state of California had 
not done what they should have done 
to the discoverers and promoters oC the 
great mining industry, which they un- 
doubtedly were. HP diod alone in the 
cabin at Kelseys Biggins, El Dorado 
county, in 3885, with not enough wealth 
to defray the expenses of a simple fu- 
neral. 
The state of California, by an 


act of the legislature in 1887, appropilat- 
ed $5,000 for the erection of a monu- 
ment to his memory.

gravel. One larger than its fellows he 
picked up and, after a cursory exam- 
ination, was induced to gather others 
along the banks. This is Marshall's own 
story. 


Then It \vas that Sutler wrote in his 


diary, at the town he had named New 
Helvetia: 


"Friday, January 2Sth. ISIS. 


"Mr. Marshall arrived from the moun- 


tains on very important business." 


The "importance" of the business la 


indicated by the statistics that tell of 
$1.303,571,505 taken from the ground in 
California since "Mr. Marshall arrived 
from Ihe mounlains." 
lie brought a 


nugget to Sutler's Fort that was tested 
and found to be pure gold. 


It is not a new ntory to Californlans, 


but it is an everpocular one, and the 
people will display their understanding 
of it in the forthcoming celebration. 


General John Bid well, who was a 


clerk at Sutler's Fort lit the time of the 
discovery, says in an unpublished letter! 
to Alphonse Sutler of San Francisco, 
the settler's grandson: 


"In regard to the relations of Sutler 


and Marshall in building the sawmill 
at Colorna, it was emphatically Sutler's 
enterprise, for it had been for years his 
fiX'-d purpose to build a .sawmill some- 
where as soon as a feasible site could 
be found in order to supply his increas- 
ing wanls for lumber. 


"Previous lo tlio building oC Ihe mill 


at Coloma all lumber had to be sawed 
by hand. One hundred feet for two men 
was a day's work. At fir.il Suitor's sup- 
ply was from the redwoods nearest the 
bay and from Bodega, on the coast, 
where he sent men to saw lumber in 
1812. In 1842-4 he had men raw lumber 
from cottnnwood on Feather river. 


"In 1815 he sent men to saw lumber 


in Ihe Sierra Nevada mounlains soulh 


rived In San Francisco In the last nine 
months of 1S48 519 vessels from home 
and foreign ports; 35,000 passengers 
came by water; 42,000 immigrants cross- 
ed the plains. In September, 1853, there 
were more lhan 300 vessels lying al an- 
chor in Ihe port. 
They brought the 


products of the earth—flour from Chile, 
potatoes and fruits from Hawaii, luxu- 
ries from France and necessaries from 
the Atlanlic coast. The employer paid 
wilh lavish hand. Labor was S16 a day, 
and forlunes were made and lost in a 
single month. 


Gold in the earth, gold in the air, gold 


in the Irees. Gold was everywhere in 
Iho new country, arid Iho immigration 
was such that in comparison with it 
the Alaska rush is but an incident. 


Probably there never has been such 


an invasion of a land since the days of 
Peter the Hermil and the Crusaders. 
And there never was another country 
on earth where the climate conditions 
and the local surroundings were so fa- 
vorable for the disposition and general 
comfort of such a body of people as 
was the California of that flay. 


The first gold nugget that Marshall 


gave to Mrs. Weimet is now owned by 
W. W. Allen, a Hun Francisco lawyer, 
and will be given a prominent exhibi- 
tion, as it was with a collection oC other 
nuggets at the World's? lair of Chicago. 


deserved a share in the credit of the 
discovery, though he never claimed it. 
The sawmill at Coloma was his enter- 
prise and Marshall the manager. The 
seltler of New Helvetia cleared the way 
for Ihe chance discoverer, but the un- 
covering of the mineral wealth was 
Suiter's financial ruin. He saw only 
ihe wealth of the golden grain. 
His 


only care was for Ihe agricultural con- 
Irol of the estates which had beca his 
cherished dream on making his wry to

which became a reality, vast and glo- 
rious, and Ihta faded away inlo dreamy 
memory. 


In an eastern village is Ihe grave of 


Suiter. On the mountain side " h"re 
he searched for timber lies the discov- 
erer, Marshall. There is nothing in the 
story of one thai can detract from the 
honest fame of the other, and of the 
two it may be said in common:

John O'Neil made what will probably 


be his last public detailed statement last 
night. It was a,fter the fiaal decision of 
Gov. Wolcott not to interfere had been 
told him, and he knew that he must hang 
within 36 hours. In the faoe of this aw- 
ful knowledge, he emphatically affirmed 
his innocence ef the crime for which he is 
to be executed. This makes it almost 
certain that unless he weakens in the 
shadow of the gallows tomorrow ir owning, 
he will die without maklmg any confes- 
sion. 


The statement was made by O'Neil at 


Ids own request to a reporter for whom 
he sent. For about an hour he talked to 
the reporter and the death watch about 
the eyeBts which preceded the crime of 
which he Is convicted. 


"You can say," he said, -'that I will 


die an innocent man. If I was guilty, I 
would say so now. "What use would tlflre 
be for me to keep up any longer; the last 
hope has been knocked out from under 
me. If was guilty, I would be only too 
glad to toll all I know now for my 
mother's sake. Only a few days ago she 
said to me in the 
presence of Mr. 


Bichardson: 'Johnny, if you are guilty 
tell it for my sake.' I said: 'Mother, 
wonld tell it to you before anybody else, 
but I have nothing- to tell," and that is al 
that I can say tonight. They have got 
the wrong man. Everybody said it wa, 
Jack O'Neil because he had the money,' 


"I admit that my life has not been what 


it should have been, but it Is too late now. 
I shall die happy, and my spiritual adviser 
says I must be forgiving. I do not dread 
the hereafter. But waiting for the exe- 
cution is hard. Today has been the hard- 
est day yet. I could hear the men ham- 
mering away upstairs building the gal- 
lows. I did not expect anything from the 
governor; it is too lato. I shall meet death 
like a man, and I hope those who see me 
hanged will live to see the day when it 
will be proved that I am innocent. It will 
be some time." 


O'Neil was asked to explain his posses- 


sion of the money in denominations 
kaown to have been taken from Mrs. Mc- 
Clond, and said the only explanation he 
could give was that the real criminal put 
it in O'Neil'a pocket while the latter was 
intoxicated. He had nothing to say when 
his many conflicting stories in regard to 
this were mentioned except that he had 
been duped by the real culprit, who had 
cleverly shouldered the crime on him, 


He talked freely about the trial, and 


said that he practically gave up hope 
when the jury declared him guilty. He 
had not much faith in the efforts which 
had been made since, although he wished 
to express appreciation of the motives of 
the men who had been active in his be- 
half. He did not think the government 
proved its case against him. 


He expressed considerable criticism of 


his lawyers, especially because they did 
not cross-examine witnesses more thor_ 
ongbly, and call some who would have 
helped his case. He flatly denied ever 
talking to Davis or Schenck, the jail-birds 
who were introduced by tbe stale and 
whose testimony was damaging to the 
prisoner.' 


His Last Hours on Earlb. 


O'Neil's parents and one of his sisters 


visited him yesterday and were with him 
for two hours. 
O'Neil did not break 


down, but his mother was terribly 
affected. After they had left him, O'Neil 
was told by Jailer Richardson that he had 
seen his relatives for the last time. This 
unnerved the man considerably, for he 
had expected another visit from his peo- 
ple tomorrow, and he could not under- 
stand why this was to be denied him. 
Sheriff Ghenery was obliged to tell the 
pirents it was their last visit, whan they 
appealed to him. It has been thought 
beat to admit no more friends of the 
prisoner, and Eev. W. T. Sherry of Holy 
Trinity church, O'Neil's spiritual adviser, 
will probably be his only visitor tonight 
and tomorrow morning. 


O'Neil is now occupying the second cell 


in the lower tier oa the east side of the 
south wing of the jail. There are no other 
prisoners on that side of the wing, and 
O'Neil is given the freedom of the corri- 
dor, where the two deputy sberiffi; are 
trying to be as comfortable as possible 
during the dreary death watch. There is

Probability of Getting a Road From 


Here to Adams Next Summer. 


The city officials hare received no no- 


tice from the at'ite highway commission 
that the proposed state road between this 
city and Adams is to be built, but an un- 
official report to that effect has been re- 
ceived, and it is hoped and expected that 


will soon be officially verified. The 


matter was worked up the last year by a 
committee composed of representative 
Adams and North Adams citizens, who 
jaid the plan before the state highway 
commissioners at a hearing held by them 
in Pittsfleld for the benefit of all towns in 
this section desiring- to present applica- 
tions for state road. The committee pre~ 
senting this particular claim had ita plans 
well formulated &nd was able to make 
very clear to the commissioners what 
it was desired to have done and the great 
advantage such a road wonld be to the 
two towns most directly interested. After 
the hearing one member of the commis- 
sion and Its engineer came from Pittsfleld 
and went over the proposed route, vrhich 
was found very feasible. 
The road if 


built will extend northwest from Sum- 
mer street in Adanm, striking the east 
road at Joseph McAdoo's farm. It will 
than follow the east road to Ashland 
eta-eeli, stopping in the vicinity of the 
railroad bridge. This would give a road 
from here to Adams free from railroad 
crossings and electric car tracks, and one 
that would be of great value to all the 
people of this valley. It is expected if 
the road is built, and there is good reason 
to believe it will be, that in due time it 
will be extended through to PlttsSeld. 
From the way in which the proposition 
was received by tbe commissioners the 
officials here and in Adams are hopeful 
that the petition will be granted and that 
the road will be constructed this year.

$177^ for the lost six months. The dam- 
ages were paid from the dog taxes. The 
registers of deeds for the northern and 
southern districts of the county filed their 
bonds of $2000 each. County Treasurer 
Tucker also filed his bond of $50,000, and 
his bondsmen are W. B. Plunkett and Dr. 
Henry Colt. The commissioners and tho 
treasurer were in conference yesterday 
estimating the expenses of the year.

Large expense was caused by washouts 


during- the year. The damages, however, 
were quickly repaired. The value of sur- 
face sewers built last year has been dem- 
onstrated by the protection they afforded 
to the streets drained. 


Not much permanent work has been 


done. A retaining wall on Montgomery 
street was built at a cost of $429 and sev- 
eral new culverts have been put in. The 
domestic sewer system has been flushed 
twice at an expense of about 8150. Two 
miles of gutter have been paved with cob- 
blestones and two miles ofTaillng have 
been built and painted. 


Mr. Berry says if the police would en- 


force the ordinance against littering the 
streets it would save the city considerabl6 
expense and be of ranch aid to the street 
^department. 


Snpt. Berry feels that he has done all in 


his power to give the city thorough and 
honest service and closes by expressing 
his appreciation of the courtesy and coun- 
sel he has received from the commis- 
sioner of public works and the city engi- 
neer.
